The application has been amended as follows: Claim 1 1 depends on - claim 1 --, 
not on canceled "claim 10". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 8, 9, 11 and 12-27 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior arts discloses the feasibility of a fan section mounted on a movable cart with a first 
and second opposite lateral ends wherein the fan is operable to cause the airflow into 
the first lateral end or second lateral end and exit through the opposite first lateral end 
or second lateral end thereof, as a highly versatile portable air decontaminating unit that 
can operate in either blow-through or draw-through airflow modes.
